lofty niglit win re Ins eagle eye perceives 
that nil powers not in terms prohibited 
by the Constitution arc to lie exercised 
by Congress. 
And yet tlic Alton Am 


iicntt would have aucii a genius as tins 
disappear from among our political 
doctrinaires! 1'crish the thought! For, 
as we have never heard such a construe 
tion of the Constitution till we read Mr 
Ooudy's speech, so we shall probably 
never hear it again. He originated it, 
he alone can preserve it, and it will die 
with him. Long may be live, many 
platforms may ho prepare, and many 
speeches may he write.
